Accident 
shuts 
down 
Rte.

WILMINGTON - A father and 
daughter remain hospitalized 
after their motorcycle and a Jeep 
collided on Route 93 in 
Wilmington on the morning of 
Sunday, June 18. 

The accident, which occured at 
approximately 8:50 a.m., hap- 
pened in the northbound lane, just 
south of the Concord Street exit. 

“The Jeep had been attempting 
to change lanes and was startled 
by a second motorcycle that was 
not involved in the accident,” says 
State Trooper Michael Scalise, 
who reported to the scene. 

Raynham resident Warren 
Higgins, Jr., 48, had been riding 
the motorcycle. His daughter, 
Meghan, 8, had been his passen- 
ger. Upon striking the Jeep, both 
father and daughter fell from 
their motorcycle onto the pave- 
ment. Their bike continued to 
screech across the highway until 
it slid under a northbound gaso- 
line truck that was carrying 11,000 
gallons of fuel. At that point, the 
motorcycle and the wheels of the 
gas truck caught fire. 

Captain Denis Devine and a 
¢ontingent of Woburn firefighters 
raced to the scene and helped 
remove the victims from further 
danger and prevent the fire from 
becoming a full-blown explosion. 
Traffic was re-routed through 
alternative roads in Wilmington 
and Reading and Woburn while

Stewart is not to be confused 
with Wilmington Chief of Police 
Bobby Stewart, who stands united 
with other authorities who are 
strongly opposed to the initiative. 

“I am definitely, strongly 
opposed to this petition,” says 
Chief Stewart. “It’s taboo, as far 
as I’m concerned. It would have 
a devastating effect, region- 
wide.” 

Petition P has been certified 
by Attorney General Thomas 
Riley to appear on the November 
ballot. The state’s eleven District 


Attorneys have banded together 


to file a suit with the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
-Court, claiming that the petition 
is unconstitutional on several 
grounds. 

If passed, Petition P would 
bring a series of changes to the 
manner with which the drug war 
is fought in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury and the state of 
Massachusetts. One such change 
would call for a shift in drug for- 
feiture funds from the police 
departments to the Department 
of Public Health. 

“The Department of Public 
Health has never gone after our 
forfeiture funds before,” says 
Chief Stewart. “I’ve also seen no 
indication that the D.P.H. is in 
support of this petition.” 

Drug forfeiture accounts com- 
prise of money and assets seized 
from drug dealers during the 
course of narcotics investiga- 
tions. The forfeiture money is 
used to conduct investigations, 
purchase equipment, establish 
prevention programs, acquire 
information from informants and

buy drugs while undercover. 

“We also use drug forfeiture 
accounts to help train narcotics 
officers,” adds Chief Stewart 
“That's a legitimate expenditure 
of funds.” 

Tewksbury Chief of Police 
John Mackey agrees with Chief 
Stewart. In fact, he cuts to the 
chase and calls Petition P a “Do 
Not Go To Jail Card For Drug 
Dealers.” 

“Just like the Monopoly game,” 
he adds. 

Chief Mackey says that he is in 
complete support of providing 
treatment for those individuals 
who have unfortunately become 
hooked on drugs. As an example, 
Chief Mackey recalls a time in 
which an individual was experi- 
encing drug-related withdrawal 
symptoms while being held in the 
jail cell at the Tewksbury Police 
Department. 

“The poor guy was yelling for 
help,” Chief Mackey remembers. 
“How can you not want to help 
somebody like that?” 

Continues Chief Mackey, 
“Dealers, though? That’s another 
story as far as I’m concerned. I 
don’t have much sympathy for 
dealers. Most of them deal drugs 
for the money, not to feed their 
habits.” 

Under Petition P, drug dealers 
would be afforded a three-strikes 
policy that would enable them to 
seek rehabilitation on the first 
two occasions on which they were 
caught by authorities.

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Routes 38/62 
saga continues

WILMINGTON - The intersec 
tion of Routes 38 and 62 is already 
congested with traffic, as any 
body who has driven his or her 
car through it during lunch hour 
can testify 

The bumper-to-bumper sce 
nario is likely to incre: even 
more so once the Massachusetts 
3ay ‘Transportation Authority 
(MBTA) completes the parking 
lot that it is building there. 

In conjunction with Town 
Manager Michael Caira’s push 
for traffic mitigation, 
Representative James Miceli and 
Senator Bruce Tarr have written 
to Kevin Sullivan to recommend 
that a fourth lane be added to 
Route 38 Sullivan is the 
Seer of the Executive Office 
of Transportation and 
Construction. 

Senator Tarr was prompted to 
write to Sullivan after certain 
conclusions emerged from recent 
meetings between Faye, Spofford 
& Thorndike, the town's traffic 
engineering consultant, and 
Systra and Highway and Traffic 
Signal Design, the MBTA’s consul- 
tants. 

d Tarr to Sullivan in his 
May 31 letter, “My understanding 
is that this productive exchange 


between engineers has produced 
a consensus that the current lane 
configuration on Route 38 will not 
adequately support the increased 
traffic demands caused by the 
MBTA station.” 

Furthermore, Tarr wrote, the 
current arrangement of Route 38 
would not be able to withstand the 
projected traffic increases to take 
place between now and the year 
2010. Calling the creation of a 
fourth lane on Route 38 a “pru- 
dent course of action,” Tarr rec- 
ommended to Sullivan that such 
adjustments be made while the 
lot is being constructed, rather 
than “later in the future as prob- 
lems arise.” 

Representative James Miceli 
also wrote to Sullivan, relaying to 
him that he had had the opportu- 
nity to speak with Town Manager 
Caira at one point during the 
Memorial Day Weekend. Miceli 
told Sullivan that Caira had 
informed him that representa- 
tives from the MBTA also agree 
that a remedy will be needed to 
cut down on future gridlock 
headaches

It’s okay, dear, 
I know you're so busy doing other things.” Same couple a year later out 
of love: “Why the hell did you not clean the bathroom? You are such a 
slob.” This is not true of all. I’m just trying to make a point, that anything 
can be overcome or overlooked when in love. Love seems to be the 
answer for peace and tranquility. Allow the love of your child to help heal 
the hatred you may feel. Otherwise, the harm and pain you may cause 
your child could be devastating. Don’t allow hate to blind you from the 
truth that your child needs both of you. Each time you put down their 
father or mother youstrike a blow to your child. If you could only realize 
the harm you are causing your child, would you curb the expression of 
hate for your spouse? 

How can love and marriage end with such disdain? It would seem that 
when needs and expectations are no longer fulfilled love fades away. 
Many times a new person comes along rekindling the flame. A new 
excitement with greater expectations takes over the center stage. How 
and why may never be known; however, it should not change the concern 
and ideals set down for your child. Your loving partnership has gone, but 
don’t disrupt the loving relationship between your children and your ex- 
spouse. Parents may find many others to replace love. Children cannot 
replace their parents. They need a love that is consistent and neverending 
from both parents. The solemn pact to raise your children should never 
end. Guidance, support and love requires a continuous and united 
approach between parents. This may be very difficult for those who have 
only hatred for each other. Hopefully, your love for your child will be 
stronger than your hate. ‘ 

If so, you could stop condemning your ex-partner and begin working 
together, for the child’s welfare. Give the children the same messages 
while supporting each other’s authority. Remember that you will always 
be their mother and father, until death do you part.

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School Committee to tour new Middle School 


WILMINGTON - The Office of 
the Superintendent and the School 
Committee have joined the chorus 
of public statements recently made 
in reference to whether or not the 
new Middle School on Carter Lane 
will open on time. 

“On time” would be Tuesday, 
August 29, the students’ first day of 
school for the 2000-2001 academic 
year. Teachers and administrators 
will be due at school a day early, on 
August 28. 

It was these two days that were 
on the mind of School Committee 
member Susan Clarkin when she 
posed a pertinent question to Su- 
perintendent of Schools Geraldine 
O'Donnell. 

“Will we know by our July meet- 
ing whether or not we'll meet our 
targeted opening for the school?” 
Clarkin asked O’Donnell at the 
School Committee’s meeting on 
Wednesday, June 14. 

O'Donnell replied, “I think we'll 
have a very good idea by then.” 

“I would hope that if for what- 
ever reason we're not going to be 
able to meet that target, we'd be 
able to give parents notification at 
that point,” responded Clarkin. “Re- 
arranging day care and work sched- 
ules can be a real nightmare for 
people. I think that July would be 
anoptimum amount of time in which 
to notify parents.” 

School Committee member Bar- 


bara Breakey tried to soothe con- 
cerns by reiterating what was said 
at the Board of Selectmen meeting 
on June 12. At that meeting, Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings Roger 
Lessard and Project Manager 
Stuart Lesser informed the board 
of the progress being made at the 
school’s construction site 

Said Breakey, “I saw the Select- 
men meeting the other night, and 
Mr. Lessard and Mr. Lesser as- 
sured the board that this school will 
be finished in time for opening day.” 

Superintendent O'Donnell has 
made a few adjustments in her own 
summer schedule to ensure that 
such an assurance comes true 
Normally, O'Donnell takes a two- 
week vacation during the summer 
months, but this year she will forgo 
such time off, in order to supervise 
the remaining construction and 
moving process involved with the 
new school. 

O’Donnell stated that her ex- 
tended presence throughout the 
summer will compensate for the 
departure of Brad Jackson, her 
administration's Director of Admin- 
istration and Finance. Jackson has 
accepted the position of Assistant 
Superintendent with the Northboro/ 
Southboro school system. His final 
day on the job in Wilmington will be 
Friday, June 30. 

“Treally feel like I need to be on- 
site during the entire summer,” 


stated O'Donnell. “I will be at the 
helm, trying to steer us through 
these rather choppy waters.” 

O'Donnell says that throughout 
the summer she will supply the 
School Committee with status re- 
ports that detail the progress of 
each school involved in the opera- 
tion surrounding the new school. 
She hopes to reach parents through 
an insert that she will have pub- 
lished in a local newspaper later in 
the summer 

“This is my way of hopefully 
putting you at ease in regard to the 
incredible amount of work that does 
have to be done this summer,” of- 
fered O'Donnell. 

At the meeting, Jackson spoke 
of the progress being made with the 
re-configuration of the teachers to 
accommodate the staffing needs at 
the new Middle School. He re- 
ported that teachers have loaded 
boxes with their classroom belong- 
ings and that crews have been busy 
moving them to the proper schools. 
Boxes of classroom materials that 
are destined for the new Middle 
School are currently being held ata 
centralized location. 

“Isuspect that most of our schools 
now look like dormitories on the 
day after the last day of college,” 
said Jackson. “Basically, we have 
every Kindergarten-through 
eighth-grade classroom in boxes 
right now.” 


With the classrooms temporarily 
empty, crews with the Public Build- 
ing Department will be able to clean 
them and ready them for the next 
teacher to occupy them. Jackson is 
anticipating that the entire clean-

“The Public Building Depart- 
ment has been really hustling this 
week,” said Jackson.

Stamping out 
hunger in 
Woburn 


“The Department of 
Transitional Assistance will 
expand its efforts to reach out to 
former Woburn welfare recipi 
ents who may not be receiving 
food stamps even though they 
may still be eligible for them,” 
notes the Woburn edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Not only do we seek to 
improve food security in 
Massachusetts, but also to 
improve the quality of life for 
former recipients who have lim- 
ited resources, said DTA 
Commissioner Claire McIntire. 
‘The proper use of Food Stamps 
is a vital supplement that allows 
valuable dollars to be channeled 
toward other family necessities.’ 

“Announcement of the 
expanded outreach comes with 
the release of a DTA study 
detailing why former recipients 
discontinue the use of food 
stamps. Nearly one-half of those 
surveyed said they thought they 
were no longer eligible. 

“Seventy-seven percent of 
those surveyed were not receiv- 
ing food stamps at the time of 
the interviews, but subsequent 
follow-up by DTA showed that 41 
percent of that group appeared 
to still meet the program’s 
financial eligibility criteria. 
They would have received about 
$182 per month in food stamps. 

“Other commonly cited rea- 
sons were they did not need food 
stamps, inconvenient to go to a 
welfare office, too much paper- 
work, did not realize food 
stamps was a separate program 
from welfare cash programs, did 
not want welfare, and thought 
the food stamp benefits would be 
too small to bother. 

“The good news is that many 
former welfare recipients don’t 
need food stamps,’ said 
McIntire. The bad news is that 
many of them do and don’t even 
realize they can still get 
them...” 


Bye, cycling in 
Lynnfield 

“For the second year in a row 
Town Meeting voters turned 
down plans to establish a 
designed bikeway in town,” 
notes the “Lynnfield Villager.” 

“The proposal presented to 
voters was a scaled down ver- 
sion of the original warrant arti- 
cle, eliminating the segment of 
the route through the Beaver 
Dam Brook conservation area 
and Trog Hawley. Rather than 
requesting $75,000 to build the 
‘road’ through the conservation 
area, the Bicycle Path 
Committee requested only $3,000

for bikeway signs and cross- 
walks along the route. 

“Opposition to the plan was 
again led by Jonathan and Teri 
Hall, 2 Trog Hawley, who said 
the proposed bikeway on 11 
miles of local roads was not the 
bike path’ envisioned by the 
townspeople and was unsafe for 
other than expert riders and 
posed a liability to the town. 
‘Why should we spend money so 
expert riders can ride their 
bikes on the road when they are 
already riding their bikes for 
free Mrs. Hall stated. 

“Bicycle Path Committee 
Chairman Dennis Murphy said 
the signs will have a ‘calming 
effect’ on traffic and provide 
direction for cyclists. He said 


the route avoids the main 
streets and is designed in three 


interconnected loops. 

“The proposal lost by a vote 
of 93 to 77. A handcount was 
taken after Moderator John 
Redman stated the article 
passed on a voice vote which 
was questioned. 

“Murphy, as he did a year 
ago, challenged townspeople to 
help the committee come up 
with a different plan. ‘Last year 
I challenged the town to help 
design a bike route but no one 
came up with any alternatives. 
All I heard was negatives,’ 
Murphy said...”

“The Board of Health was 
honored by the federal govern- 
ment,” notes the Burlington edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“This is the sixth award col- 
lected by the board in the last 


three years. 

“At a ceremony at Faneuil 
Hall, the health board was pre- 
sented an Environmental Merit 
Award by the US. 
Environmental 
Agency. 

“It was in recognition of ‘a 
variety of environmental pro- 
grams sponsored by the board’ 
according to Environmental 
Engineer Todd Dresser. 

“A total of 17 awards were 
presented, and only three, 
Dresser said, were awarded to 
municipalities. The other two 
went to Barnstable County and 
the town of Wakefield. 

“I'm very pleased,’ said 
Dresser in a telephone inter 
view. ‘It is not very often that 
you get recognized by the feder- 
al government for a local pro- 
gram. 

“This is a pretty prestigious 
award,’ Dresser stated.

mulgating rules and regulations, 
which provide Minimum 
requirements to be met by any 
person performing body pierc- 
ing upon any individual and for 
any establishment where body 
piercing is performed.

“In addition, these rules and 
regulations shall establish pro- 
cedures for permitting of all 
persons performing body pierc 
ing, for the requirement of 
training courses in disease pre 
vention and in anatomy and 
physiology, for regular inspec- 
tions of premises where body 
piercing is performed, and for 
revocation of the permit of any 
person or establishment deerned 
in violation of the rules and reg. 
ulations promulgated under this 
section. An annual, non-trans 
ferable permit fee set by the 
Reading Board of Health shal] 
be paid by any person or estab- 
lishment permitted under this 
section.” 

A quick call to the health 
departments in other Middlesex 
East communities found that 
most were already working on 
very similar regulations, or at 
least beginning discussions on 
formulating them.

Why do so people, 
young and old, adorn their flesh 
with designs, some recognizable, 
others mystical and mysterious? 

One local teen, Angela (her 
real name is being withheld at 
her request, because she doesn’t 
want her parents to find out she 
has both piercings and a tattoo), 
didn’t get ‘ink’ for the paren 
many people may think - 
cebel against her parents or 
society in general. Her reason 
was much more basic than that. 

“I just like the way they 
look,” said Angela. “I really 
wish it meant more than that. 
I've always wanted one, so I 
went online one day and started 


surfing for tattoo sites, and I 


found one that had pictures of 
different designs and what they 
might mean. I found one looked 


reg 


lly cool, printed it off the 
p and then went to different 
places in New Hampshire until I 


found one that could do that 
design. It hurt like Hell, but now 
it's worth it.” 


Tattoos have a long and col- 
orful (if you’ll forgive the 
expression) history in America. 
The earliest written records of 
American Tattooing are found in 
ships’ logs, letters and diaries 
written by seamen during the 
early part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The most popular designs 
in traditional American tattoo- 
ing evolved from the efforts of 
many artists who traded, 
copied, swiped, and improved on 
each other's work. In this way 
they developed a set of stereo- 
typed symbols which were 
inspired by the spirit of the 
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times, but even more so by the 
experiences of sailors and sol- 
diers during the wars. Many of 
the designs represented courage, 
defiance, patriotism, longing for 
family life as well as loved ones 
left behind. 

Tattoos were not just for men, 
though. Many of the historical 
texts on the subject show inkers 
back in the 1800’s dressed up in 
proper attire, giving tattoos to 
women of high society, such as a 
rose or other beautiful flower. 

Far from those ancient ways, 
the art of tattooing has now 
come full circle with the cre- 
ation of the world wide web. A 
simple query into the search 
engine of your choice will yield 
a number of tattoo-related web- 
sites, including Tattoo.com, 
which will tell you about the his- 
tory of the tattoo, in both the 
United States and around the 
world, as well as help you 
choose a design that you would 
like to display. Many of the more 
popular design these days have 
meanings behind them (symbols 
from the Chinese alphabet are 
very popular, and you wouldn’t 
to have a word you don’t agree 
with stenciled across your arm, 
or other location, and this site 
will help you understand what 
each graphic stands for. 

Another site, run by the 
Society of Permanent Cosmetic 
professionals (www.spcp.org) 
shows just how far the art of tat- 
tooing has come for women. The 
site talks about how many 
women are opting to have eye- 
liner, eye shadow, and other 
aspects of facial makeup tat- 
tooed permanently onto their 
faces, so they never again have 
to worry about smudges or runs. 

The modern tattoo culture 
now encompasses body pierc- 
ings as well. People young and 
old alike are having much more 
than their ears pierced these 
days, as a simple look around 
the streets or on many televi- 
sion shows will show pierced 
navels, nipples, eyebrows, noses, 
tongues, cheeks, and almost any 
other body part you can think 
of. 


Mosquitos, Ouch!

concern for baby boomers 


Baby boomers suffered 
through measles, chickenpox 
and other viral diseases during 
childhood that most of today’s 
youngsters will never encounter, 
thanks, in part, to highly effec- 
tive vaccines. For the majority 
of boomers, the only remnants 
of those experiences are a few 
scars from scratching the itchy 
spots. 

Yet, every year, approximate- 
ly 850,000 people in the United 
States experience a painful 
reminder of their childhood 
when a long-dormant virus 
reawakens, producing a blister- 
ing rash known as shingles. 

Over the next five years, the 
disease may afflict more than 
40,000 people age 60 and over in 
the Boston area. There is cur- 
rently no way to prevent or cure 
it. 

Robert Arbeit, M.D., 
Associate Chief of Staff for 
Research, VA Boston Health 
Care System said: “Shingles is a 
serious disease, particularly for 
mid-life and older adults. I've 
seen many patients whose lives 
were made miserable by it.” 

Shingles is caused by the 
varicella-zoster virus, the same 
virus responsible for chicken- 
pox. Following chickenpox, the 
virus remains in nerve cells in a 
“dormant” state. Years later it 
may “wake up” and multiply in 
the nerve cells and then spread 
to the skin, producing a painful 
rash consisting of clusters of 
fluid-filled blisters. The rash is 
generally located on one side of 
the body or face. 

Although most people recover 
from shingles without lasting 
effects, there can be major com: 
plications. Bacteria infections 
may result from open sores. 
Vision may be impaired, some- 
times permanently in cases 
where shingles occurs near the 
eye. Postherpetic neuralgia, the 
continued sensation of pain for 
months or even years after the 
blisters have healed, is the most 


common and debilitating com- 
plication. 

There is no way to prevent 
shingles and no cure or effective 
treatment for chronic shingles 
pain. However, an experimental 
vaccine to help prevent the dis- 
ease is being evaluated in a 
large clinical research trial cur- 
rently under way in 22 cities 
across the country. 

More than 15,000 volunteers 
have already enrolled in the 
study but 37,000 volunteers are 
needed, and 1,200 of them are 
needed from the Boston area.

To be eligible 
you must: be 60 years of age or 
older, never have had shingles 
and be in good general health.

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Peabody Museum presents 


Antarctic exploration exhibit. 


On June 23 the Peabody 
Museum in Salem is delighted to 
present The Endurance: 
Shackleton’s Legendary 
Antarctic Expedition. Through 
photographs and objects, the 
exhibition tells the story of one 
of the most harrowing and hero- 
ic survival stories in the history 
of exploration. 

In August 1914 Ernest 
Shackleton and his crew of 
twenty-seven sailors and scien- 
tists left Britain for the 
Antarctic on the Endurance, 
planning to cross the Antarctic 
on foot. Only 80 miles from 
Endurance’s destination, the 
ship was caught in thick pack 
ice that eventually splintered 
and sank it. The men set up 
camp on ice floes that drifted on 
a frigid sea 2,00 fathoms deep. 

Eventually they managed to 
sail lifeboats to Elephant Island, 
one of the most uninhabitable 
islands on earth, Because the 
men were faced with sure death, 
Shackleton and a handful of his 
strongest men took the lifeboat 
James Caird 800 miles to South 
Georgia Island, The seventeen- 
day trip was unimaginably gru- 
eling. The men kept the boat 
afloat despite sixty-foot waves 
thousands of them each day and 
sub-zero temperatures, navigat- 
ing with only a sextant and an 
unreliable chronometer. When 
they reached their destination,

they had to scale immense glaci- 
ers to get to help on the other 


side of the island. It took anoth- 
er three months to rescue the 
men who remained on Elephant 
Island.

This exhibition, which has 
struck a chord with the public 
and reviewers alike originated 
at the American Museum of 
Natural History. In Salem it fea- 
tures 150 mesmerizing pho- 
tographs taken by Frank Hurley, 
a member of Shackleton’s expe- 
dition. ~ 

Exhibition co-curator 
Caroline Alexander, who will 
give an overview of the exhibi- 
tion at a slide lecture on June 
29, says that the photographs 
are the heart of the show. 

“The James Caird captures 
people’s imaginations,” she says. 
Sailors, especially, try to imag- 
ine what that voyage must have 
been like. They will probably 
never know, as Shackleton’s feat 
has never been attempted again. 
Images of a tumultuous ocean 
and the sounds of a hostile, fero- 
cious sea in the exhibition evoke 
the terrifyingly harsh condi- 
tions. 


Shipwreck, she says, is the 
worst thing that can happen to a 
sailor. Shackleton’s sacred task 
was not reaching his goal which 
was tantalizingly close, yet unat- 
tainable but the return of his 
men to safety. Such behavior is 
rare today. 

Hurley’s photograph’s are 
dazzling. They are detailed 
depictions of white-on-white 
landscapes, where glaciers in 
the distance and ice crystals in 
the foreground are equally 
focused. Hurley considered him- 
self a “tough Aussie” amid a 
bunch of soft British sailors. 
Moreover, he adored the 
Antarctic landscape, and repeat- 
edly revered it in his eloquent 
diary entries. “Hail to thee, thy 
wondrous land,” he wrote. “It 
was,” says Ms. Alexander,” the 
landscape God made for him.” 

Hurley depicts the day-to-day 
life of the men, their teams of 
sled dogs, and the slow demise 
of their home for ten 
months.,the Endurance. He 
worked without hat and gloves, 
always on the move, always 
looking for the next composi- 
tion. “His eye for light was flaw- 
less,” says Ms. Alexander. The 
exhibition runs through 
September 10.

“The number of high school 
students cutting class or arriv- 
ing late for school continues to 
remain low, while general 
attendance figures are high, say 
school administrators,” notes 
the “North Reading Transcript.” 

“The current school year is 
the second consecutive year to 
report such results due, school 
officials say, to the implementa- 
tion of stricter policies in 
September of 1998. 

“High School Principal Dr. 
Ann Papagiotas and Vice- 
Principal Robert Pesce present- 
ed updated attendance and 
related data to the School 
Committee. 

“The figures show that the 
number of students tardy on a 
given day went from 22.01 in 
1997-1998 to 9.03 in 1998-1999 to 
10.01 to date in 1999-2000. 

“General attendance has 
risen slightly from 92.39 percent 
in 1997-1998 to 94.39 in 1998-1999 
to 94.23 percent for the current 
school year to date. 

“The most interesting statis- 
tic is in the area of class cuts. 
The number of incidents went 
from 162 in 1997-1998 to 15 inci- 
dents in 1998-99 to just 4 to date 
for the current school year. 

“Kids are going to class and 
staying in class, Pesce said. 

“He said the administration is 
‘really pleased with what we've 
shown in just two years’ 

“Tt’s good to keep the kids in 
school and in the classroom. I 
think we’ve succeeded,’ Pesce 
said. 

“Papagiotas and Pesce feel 
the increase in daily attendance, 
as well as the reduction in class 
cuts and tardiness is directly 
related to the implementation of 
the stricter attendance policy.

said. The Tewksbury school sys- 
tem is offering a five-week 
course in communication 
skills/American Sign Language 
to benefit teachers, and the com- 
munity.

MOVIE: “SHAFT” 
GRADE: *** 

Review: Samuel L. Jackson 
reprises the role Richard 
Roundtree made famous in the 
1970s in this slick remake. 

The original ‘Shaft’ featured 
the first strong, breakout role 
for a black male actor in main- 
stream movies, and it has 
become a cult favorite for action 
film fans. Jackson picks up 
where Roundtree left off (the 
original John Shaft even makes 
a cameo in this one as Jackson’s 
uncle), with hard-hitting action 
sequences and witty one-liners 
that make for perfect summer 
movie fodder. 

Early reports from the set 
said that Jackson was having a 
blast making this movie, and it 
shows onscreen. The only draw- 
back is that its sometimes 
racially-tinged humor is slanted 
against whites a bit much. 


SHORTTAKES 

MOVIE: “MISSION IMPOS- 

SIBLE 2” 
GRADE: *** 

Review: Though much more 
action-oriented than the first 
installment of this popular 
movie series, this latest Tom 
Cruise vehicle suffers from 
some plot holes. 

Cruise reprises his role of 
Ethan Hunt, a member of the 
Impossible Mission team, who 
must go after a renegade agent 
who has stolen a supervirus, 
along with the antidote, and is 
now auctioning them both off to 
the highest bidder. 

This installment is directed 
by action king John Woo, and 
the stunts are spectacular. The 
motorcycle sequence, along with 
the hand-to-hand combat scenes 
(Cruise did many of his own 
stunts) are top notch, and 
almost make up for the fact that 
you can see what’s about to hap- 
pen next long before it does. You 
won't have to think too much to 
understand this one, just sit 
back and enjoy the ride. 

MOVIE: “DINOSAUR” 
GRADE: *** 

Review: This is another top- 

notch animated feature from 


Disney, though it may be a bit 
too intense for young children. 

The story centers around 
Aladar, a dinosaur that is raised 
from birth by a family of 
lemurs. He eventually finds a 
group of dinosaurs on the move 
led by a tough talkin’ dino, and 
he must help the group change 
their ways rather than let the 
old and weaker ones fall behind 
and die. 

The scenes that may be too 
intense for young ones involve 
two carnotaurs that attack and 
kill other dinosaurs, as well as a 
deadly meteor shower that takes 
out almost all the dinosaurs. 
The scenes are more violent 
than what is usually seen in a 
Disney movie, which is why this 
one generated a ‘PG’ rating. 

A certain five-year-old I know 
quite well reyiewed this one with 
me, and while she was fright- 
ened a bit during the movie, 
there were no long-term effects 
(i.e. nightmares ). 


MOVIE: “FREQUENCY” 
GRADE: *** 

Review: This movie is the 
sleeper hit of the season. 

While not garnering the same 
publicity as blockbusters like 
‘Gladiator’ or ‘Mission: 
Impossible 2’, this storyline will 
generate the same, if not more, 
amount of emotions that those 
two hit films have, but on a 
deeper level. 

The story revolves around a 
son who somehow, due to a large 
amount of sunspots, is able to 
speak to his father (played by 
Dennis Quaid) on a ham radio 
thirty years in the past, just 
days before his father would be 
killed fighting a warehouse fire. 
He warns him of the impending 
accident, and the consequences 
that follow are something that 
neither men could have imag- 
ined. 

The story is touching, tugging 
on the same heartstrings that 
‘Field of Dreams’ did, and will 
leave you with wet streaks down 
your cheeks when it is over. 
Trust me: though you may not 
have heard about it, this film 
shouldn't be missed.

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Rappoli's glove helps St. John's 
to another championship

It's tough for a young player to 
break into the lineup on a veteran 
team. The task for Dave Rappoli of 
Wilmington was even more daunt- 
ing because the sophomore was 
stepping up to the varsity of a St. 
John's Prep team that had won the 
Division 1 state baseball title in 
1999. 

His defense at short and ability 
topitch helped him lock up a spot on 
the team and kept him on the field 
throughout the Eagles’ 2000 title 
run. His nose for the ball, however, 
almost cost him the chance to play 
in the championship game. 

In pregame warm-ups for the 
North semifinal, Rappoli looked the 
wrong way at the wrong time and 
took a baseball in the face. The 
throw broke his nose, and he’ was 
taken to the hospital. It would be 
the only game he would miss all 
season. 

Rappoli returned to play in St. 
John's thrilling 12-10 victory over 
Shrewsbury that wrapped up the 
second of back-to-back crowns in 
that past Saturday's Division1 High 
School State Champoionship game 
played in Worcester. He felt vindi- 
cated for sticking with the varsity 
in spite of the fact that he didn’t get 
to hit for the team. 

About a third of the way through 
the season, St. John’s coach Pat 


Yanchus talked to Rappoli about 
his role on the team. They liked his 
defense, but on a team loaded with 
hitters, they didn’t need the 
youngster’s bat in the lineup and 
used the designated hitter in his 
spot. Yanchus wondered if the 
frustration of not hitting would 
hinder Rappoli’s play in the field or 
if he would be happier taking his 
regular hacks for the JV squad.
